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Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed April 24, 2006 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. Applicant's specific arguments will be addressed below following 
the rejection as set forth in the last Office action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 1 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Lau et 

al. 

Lau et al shows a night light comprising a housing 20 configured to be inserted into an 
electrical device 80. The printed circuit board disposed in the housing is shown in the 
circuitry diagram in Figure 2 of Lau et al and includes at least one LED with electrical 
contacts 60 for engaging complementary terminals of electrical device 80. A lens 
portion is shown at 80 (see column 2, lines 5-9) to cover at least one LED. The circuit 
shown in Figure 2 inherently shows the "printed circuit board". 

Applicant states that a prima facie case for obviousness has not been made with Lau et 
al. In this regard, Applicant states that the Claim 1 1 recites a housing configured to be 
inserted into the electrical device and that element 20 of Lau et al is not a housing and 
that receptacle 80 is not an electrical device. Applicant is reading more limitations into 
the claim than is there. Lau et al discloses element 20 as a housing. The claim sets 
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forth a housing and Lau et al shows a housing containing the components of the lighting 
device. Receptacle 80 is readable as an electrical device. The sockets 70 of 
receptacle 80 are readable as electrical contacts. They make contact with the prongs 
60 of night light 10. Applicant states that housing 20 is disposed adjacent to device 80 
and is not configured to be "inserted" into electrical device 80. Applicant is giving too 
much weight to "configured". The housing of Lau et al is configured to be inserted into 
electrical device 80 via the prongs. The printed circuit board (see Fig. 2) is disposed 
within the housing 20 and includes the lamp circuitry, which includes at least one light 
emitting diode. All the components are either physically or electrically connected 
together. As the LEDs are connected with the circuitry the arrangement meets the 
limitation of "the printed circuit board having disposed thereon lamp circuitry, the lamp 
circuitry including at least one light emitting diode."
